THE  CONVENTION  CITY 


Pitts})iirgh  is  located  where  the  Allegheny  and  Mononga- 
hela  Rivers  join  to  form  the  Ohio,  the  earliest  settlement  being 
the  French  Fort  Duciiiesne,  on  the  “Point”  between  the  rivers. 
Indian  warfare  revolved  for  nearly  half  a century  around  the 
“(iateway  to  the  West.”  The  defeats  suffered  by  Washington 
and  Braddock  were  milestones  in  this  struggle,  which  did 
not  end  with  the  expulsion  of  the  French,  and  the  building  of 
the  British  Fort  Pitt.  After  the  settlement  had  been  besieged 
for  more  than  a year,  the  Indians  were  pushed  back,  and  the 
last  obstacle  had  been  removed  fi'om  the  path  of  natural 
economic  development . 

The  presence  of  coal  and  iron  in  large  cpiantities  quite 
easily  accessible  gave  the  iron,  and  later  the  steel  industry  of 
Pittsburgh  a pre-eminent  position,  and  the  discoveiy  of 
natural  gas  and  oil  made  the  city  the  nation’s  fuel  center. 
Cdass,  tinplate,  aluminum,  and  coke  are  other  industries 
which  find  Pittsburgh  a focal  point,  and  from  the  develop- 
ment of  her  natural  wealth  the  influence  of  the  community 
in  transpoi’tation  and  financial  circles  has  steadily  increased. 

Incorporated  as  a Borough  in  1794,  Pittsburgh  today  has 
some  700,000  people.  But  that  is  only  part  of  the  story,  for 
Allegheny  County,  the  real  Pittsburgh,  has  some  122  other 
municipalities,  and  a total  population  of  a million  and  a half. 
Only  four  Metropolitan  Districts  in  the  country  are  larger. 

\dsitors  to  the  Convention  will  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  see  Pittsburgh  from  such  of  the  past  as  remains  to  the 
beauties  of  the  modern  civic  center.  You  will  see  our  parks, 
our  bridges  (there  are  over  375),  our  public  buildings,  and  our 
stores  and  industrial  jdants.  But  beyond  the  rush  of  the  City 
and  the  smoke  of  its  factories,  you  will  see  the  rugged  beauty 
of  the  hills  and  rivers  and  learn  something  of  the  Pittsburgh 
cf  Ethelbert  Nevin  and  Stephen  C.  Foster,  as  well  as  that  of 
iron  and  coal.
